Mrs. Swailes is the wife of a naval officer and she 
was following her husband to-England from the 
China Station when the Terukuni Maru struck

After the disaster, the survivors 
were taken to a London hotel and it 
was there that Mrs. Swailes met 
her husband. : 

As the hotel door opened and shut, 
writes a correspondent, weary figures 
came into the brightness from the 
gloom outside. 

One of the first was 2 woman 
whose face was strained and tired. A 
man wearing a ndval uniform who 
had been waiting in the lounge near 
me ran forward and shouted “Helen, 
Gelen.”

Mr. Swailes, after his first joy, ask- 
ed after Nutty. Nutty is a spaniel 
and a great pet.

Came away in the 
lifeboat with me.’ 

As Mr. and Mrs. Swailes left the 
hotel arm in arm many of the hotel 
staff watched them go and wished 
them luck. 

That was one happy side to the 
second sea tragedy in a few days of 
which this hotel had seen the. later 
scenes.

The Navy had lost hitherto 50,000 
tons of warships, and we are. building 
nearly 1,000,000 tons of warships 
much of which is in an advanced 
Stage. 

The efficacy of the As-dic method

CONVOY SYSTEM ‘ 


The convoy system was now in full 
operation.

It would be difficult to imagine a 
more brazen piece of effrontery than 
the action of. Japan in protesting 
against the decision of the British and 
French governments to seize German 
exports on the high seas as a measure 
of retaliation against the sinking of 
Allied and neutral vessels by means 
of magnetic mines cast adrift to the 
peril of all shipping on the high seas. 

In the protest lodged in London, Mr. 
Mamoru Shigemitsu, the Japanese 
Ambassador, declared, according to 
Domei, that British seizure of German 
cargoes would “overstep the limits 
of retaliatory measures” and 
was counter to previous assurances 
given by the British Government. The 
note to France, turned in by Ambas- 
sador Katsutaro Miyazaki, “strongly 
emphasised that such an action would 
be an infringement of the trading 
rights of Japan, a neutral nation.” 
The French Government was asked 
to protect the peaceful trade of neu- 


tral countries as guaranteed by inter- 


national law. 

Neutral countries in Europe which 
are protesting the new Anglo-French 
blockade measure have every right to 
make reference to international law 
and to plead for respect of their rights 
as neutrals, But when Japan makes 
such references and advances. the 
plea of neutral rights — Japan, who 
up to this very day is violating inter- 
national law and attacking the rights 
of neutrals in every conceivable 
sphere!—her protests’ assume’ the 
character of hypocrisy carried to the 
ultimate extreme, . 

The newest Anglo-French measure 
against Germany undoubtedly will hit 
the trade of neutrals doing business 
with the Reich. No attempt is being 
made to hide that fact. It is a war 
measure taken by States which have 
proclaimed themselves at war. Japan, 
however, has attacked the rights: of 
neutrals in the Far East, trampled on 
their interests, seized their properties, 
insulted and maltreated their citizens 
for two and half years, All this has 
been done without benefit of a war de- 
claration, although the pretext and 
excuse of “military necessity” have 
invariably been advanced whenever 
it was found necessary to answer the 
well-grounded ‘protests of the injured 
neutrals. 

At this very mo- 
ment, the British 
and French Con- 
cessions in Tien- 
tsin are being sub- 
jected to a Japan- 
ese blockade which 
is hurting, not the 
Chinese Govern- 
ment with which 
Japan is engaged in 
her “Special Un- 
declared War” —

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RUSSIAN PLOT 

Turkey is the key to the Russian plan 
to dominate the Balkans. Turkey con- 
trols the Dardanelles, through which 
warships can—if Turkey permits— 
enter the Black Sea from the Mediter- 
ranean. It is hardly necessary to say 
whose warships Russia would like to 
see excluded from this four-to-five- 
mile-wide, well fortified passage. 
While there is a possibility of Britain’s 
using the Dardanelles, any aggressor 
in the Balkans must reckon with the 
aid which the Allies can send to those 
States via the Black Sea... 

The formation of a Russian-spon- 
sored Balkan bloc involved other ques- 
tions of a purely Balkan nature: the 
claims of Bulgaria and of Russia 
against Rumania, for example. Had 
Russia succeeded in bringing the Turks 
around to the Soviet point of view, 
Mr. Saracoglu apparently was to be

This is what forcibly impresses an 
observer as he moves from cump to 
camp. 

AJong the roads of France our in- 
fantry tramps on route marches, and 
in camps they continue intensive 
truining in weapons of every kind. 


Valuable exercies in concealment 
from the air and camouflage are con- 
stantly being carried out. - 

One day I accompanied a party of 
French wyvriters round several British 
units. All the afternoon I heard 
“magnifique,” “formidable,” and so on. 
They were deeply impressed by the 
soldierly ‘conduct of the men they 
saw, 

In one farmyard a mortar was un- 
packed, put together, and sighted in a 
remarkably short time. 


WEAPONS, ALWAYS READY 


Everywhere it seemed weapons 
were always ready to hand and the 
men waiting only the word of .com- 
mand. to spring to action. 

The British equipment won the in- 


stant admiration ‘of the French visi-: 


tors. They exclaimed enthusiasti- 
cally at the quality of the material and 
at the fact it is all so perfectly up to 
date. 

But the turn out and bearing of the 
men impressed them’ almost nore. 

Their reaction is typical. All 
Frenchmen, I have talked to laugh 
with contempt at the German radio 
attempt to ciaim that France is fight 
ing Britain's battles. 

“We have seen a sample 
army,” they say, “and. we can see 
that it means business. Whatever 
Germany may pretend, we know that

THE ARMY'S “LARDER"” 


I was surprised when | visited the 
main “larder” of our troops in' France. 
It is a vast hall with a stage at one 
end—in peace-time it is used for en- 
tertainments, Now it is stacked from 
floor to ceiling with food. Outside 
requisitioned lorries (from all parts 
of the British Isles) come and go all 
day bringing in food and sending it 
out to the scattered units, 

I arrived at the same time as a lorry 
which normally transports cement in 
Newcastle. It was piled high with 
cabbages, The unloading yard was 
always thronged with lorries {rom 
Glasgow. Sheffield, Aberdeen and 
Bishop Auckland, all laden with pota- 
- toes, ; 

In the centre of the hall are kept 
huge round yellow cheeses nearly 2@ 
yard In diameter which look exactly 
like brand new motor tyres _ still 
wrapped up. The-troops, have already 
nicknamed them. 


Nearby stand great crates of tea. 
Cases full of tinned gouds are ranged 
alone the walls. Matches and ci- 
garettes occupy a whole section. In 


one corner there is always a mountain’ 


of British Army loaves, 

The cooks are delighted that turnips 
are already washed and scraped. ‘It 
saves hours of time. There are plenty 
of oranges and bananas and the troops 
have an issue of half a grape-fruit 
each to see how they like it. 

LETTERS TO SOLDIERS 

The War Office emphasise that only 
letters and parcels for forces serving 
overseas can be dealt with by the 
Army Post Office. 

Letters and parcelg for members 
-of H.-M. Forces stationed anywhere 
in England have to be dealt with 
by the civil Post Office. 

It Is most Important, it, le stated, 
that the address “C/o Army Post 
Office’ should be restricted ‘to letters 
and parcols for mon actually serving 
oversea. 

Neglect of this rule will cause delay 
and may result in non-delivery of 
correspondence.

CONTRABAND; 
CONTROL 
OPERATIONS 


London, To-day. 
Since the beginning of the 
war the Allied Contraband 
Control has intercepted 
and detained approximately 


735,000 tons of contraband. 
Of this total 476,500 tons has been 
detained by Great Britain and appro~ 
ximately 260,000 tons by France. 

During the week ended December 
2 the British Contraband | Control 
intercepted and detained 13,700 tons 
of contraband goods, of which there 
was evidence that they were destin- 
ed for Germany. . 
‘This total included 4,500 tons of 
iron pyrites; 1,750 tons of skins; 1,200 
tons of coffee; 2,800 tons of other 
foodstuffs; 850 tons of timber; 500 
tons of cotton; 400 tons of petroleum 
products and 250 tons of chemicals. 
Other commodities detained  in- 
cluded oilseeds, oils and fats, cal- 
cium, magnesite, tanning materials, 
wool and rubber, 


FRENCH SEIZURES 


During, the fortnight ended Novem- 
ber 30 the French Contraband Con- 
trol also detained 35,300 tons of con- 
traband, including 18,148 tons of 
foodstuffs and feeding stuffs; 12,651 
tons of metals and ores; 2,236 tons 
of textiles; 107 tons of wool; 99 
tons of hair; 107 tons of timber; 253 
tons of resin; 147 tons of turrentine; 
100 tons of cork; 220 tons of fats; 
214 tons of oilseeds; 583 tons of wire 
and 273 tons of chemicals.

THE MYSTERY OF 
"ANDREW JACKSON 


By VICENT TOWNE 

When the Cherokee Indians threa- 
tened a bloody uprising, in 1756, a 
body of British troops was sent to 
the imperiled region, about the bound- 
ary between North and South Caro- 
lina, With them went Hugh Jackson, 
_an Irish soldier, who fell in love 
with the country. Returning to his 
home, near Carrickfergus, on the 
north coast of the Emerald Isle, he 
persuaded his brother, Andrew, 
Andrew's wife and her sisters 
to migrate to that garden spot which 
he admired in the New World. 

The immigrants were very poor 
folk of the tenant class. But An- 
drew and his young wife, Elizabeth, 
were of the best raw material for the 
making of a future race. He had 
“toiled in field and forest His sinews 
_ were like steel and he feared no foe. 
Elizabeth, a weaver by trade, could 
do a man’s work and was not afraid 
of the perils of motherhood. They 
were of the class of immigrants that 
were needed then. Their two little 
sons, Hugh and Robert, came along 
with them on the slow-sailing ship. 
Some ‘have said that they brought 
along a third son, who later had rea- 
sons for keeping secret the place of 
his birth. ; 

These modest folk landed at Char- 
leston and pushed up, by wagon 
train, through the pine forest fast- 
nesses to’ the Waxhaw settlement, 
in North Carolina, near the South 
Carolina _ line. Andrew 
squatted on a tract along Twelve Mile 
Creek. For two years, he toiled as a 
hewer of wood and a drawer of 
water, built for his family a log cabin 
and cleared some fields for the plow- 
shares. But before he had raised his 
second crop he ruptured a blood ves- 
sel while lifting the trunk of a forest 
giant, which~thus avenged itself after

Elizabeth had two sisters, whom 
we will hereafter call young -Andrew 
Jackson’s Aunt Crawford and Aunt 
McKemy. »,Aunt Crawford dwelt on 
Waxhaw Creek, in South ‘Carolina. 
seven miles form the Jackson cabin, 
while Aunt McKemy lived two and a 
half miles beyond, a little way over 
the line, in South Carolina. It is sup- 
posed that the heart-broken widow set 
out for one or the other of these cabins 
built by her brothers-in-law. Some 
say that before she reached either she 
stopped by’ the wayside, at a stranger’s 
house, and there gave to the world 
the child destined to make her one of 
the world’s celebrated mothers.

This James Crawford 
was his Aunt Crawford’s husband. On 
a map prepared by J. Boykin, who 
surveyed the Waxhaw settlement in 
1820, the General’s birthplace is very 
definitely located in South Carolina, 
upon a hump of “Twelve Mile Creek” 
that barely escaped the North Carolina 
line. But another of the President's 
aunts, Mrs. Sarah Leslie, and her 


daughter, Mrs. Sarah Lathan, always |. 


insisted that thelr’ world-famed kins- 
man was born at his Aunt McKemy’s 
house, in North Carolina that they 
remembered well because they had 
both been summoned there in the night 
to assist Mrs. Jackson, and because 
they had actually witnessed the birth. 
‘Until her .old age, Mrs, Lathan re- 
peatedly related how she and her 
mother had hurried that night to Mc- 
Kémy’s, by “the near way through the. 
fields.” Three other neighbours are 
known to have testified that hey 
also were present at McKemy’s. when 
Andrew was born there. And a pat- 
rlarch of that region, one Jaines 
Faulkner, used to declare that qrite, 
while they were sleeping together ‘at 


‘MeKemy’s house, Andrew Jackson had. 


told him ‘that it was his birthplace. °, 
In 1854, Col S. H. Walkup, of Union 
County, N.-C., secured from 14 wit- 


that Elizabeth Jackson, from Waxhaw 
Cemetery, started for the Crawford 
cabin, in South Carolina, but on. the 
way had to take the nearer way to 
the McKemy cabin, in North Carolina, 
where she remained until after the 
birth of her child, when she proceed- 
ed on the Crawford’s, there to make 
her home. : ; 
When asked by Francis P. Blair if 
he ever visited his birthplace, Gen. 
Jackson once replied: ‘No, I couldn’t 
bear to! It would suggest nothing but 
the bereavement, grief and suffer- 
ing of these dearest to me. I couldn't 
stand it! It would break me down!” 
‘In 1858, one Davenport, in a print- 
ed document presented alleged proof 
that Andrew Jackson ‘was a native of 
Virginia. Others maintained that he 
was born in Ireland that he had the 
fact concealed when he first began to 
have political ambjtions. Wherever 
it -was, his birthplace remains a mys- 
tery that defies solution.

Some golfers seem to have a 
natural penchant for hitting long 
iron shots; others will go to any 
length to escape taking a heavy | 
iron out of the bag. They pre- 
fer to use the wood, even though 
the iron is the more logical, more 

. certain club to employ. On the 
other hand Jerry Travers never 
had any abiding faith in his woc 
clubs and preferred his heavy, 
black driving iron even on the 
long tee shots. Bobby Jones was 
an all round expert with all clubs 
and his iron shots in his heyday, 
a pattern for any golfer, no mat- 
ter how good he might be. 

As with the long wooden tee 
shots, Jones used a full swing, 
keeping the clubhead aligned to | 
the ball at right angles to the line. 
His grooved: swing was so accur- 
ate that there was little difference 
in the flight of a dozen of prac- 

. tice balls hit by the Atlantan. 

In the above illustration the 
ball is forward, well off the left 
foot to-give the ball maximum dis- 
tance in its arc. For the shorter, 
more sharply ascending shots the 
ball is nearer the left foot, on a 
graduated  sscale,. Professional 
golfers, nowadays, generally tee 
the ball for an iron shot to a short 
hole, and if maximum distance is 
desired the ball is placed - 
quite far forward, Every 
shot counts in the money tourna- 
ments and the average pro cannot 
afford to-overlook chances of cut- 
ting strokes off his score. The teed 
ball gives a cleaner contact.
